The Author OF Our Faith 


By A. B. Simpson 


“Looking unto Jesus the author and finisher of our 
faith.”—Heb. 12:2. 
“But without faith it is impossible to please him.’’—Heb. 
11:6. 


“Cast not away therefore your confidence, which hath 
great recompense of reward.’’—Heb. 10:35. 


Having unfolded the first two themes of the epistle, 
Christ our Apostle and Christ our Great High Priest, the 
writer now proceeds to the third, Christ, the Author and 
finisher of our faith. Christ, our Apostle, comes from God 
to us. Christ, our Great High Priest, goes from us to God. 
Christ, the Author and Finisher of our faith, brings us with 
Him to God in actual touch and fellowship. Faith is the point 
of contact, the organ of the spiritual life, the sixth sense by 
which we come into connection with the unseen spiritual 
realm all around us. The last portion of the epistle is devoted 
to a discussion of the nature and effects of faith, and a full 
unfolding of its influence in the lives of all the long array of 
holy witnesses who fill the page of sacred story. 


I. The Nature of Faith 

A very clear and comprehen- 
Sive definition is given of it in 
the first verse of the eleventh 
chapter. “Now faith is the sub-| 
stance of things hoped for, the’ 
evidence of things not. seen.’ 
Many expositions and various ver- 
sions of this important passage 
have been given, but the follow- 
ing pojnts sum up substantially 
the meaning of this definition: 

lt. Faith is mot a mere senti- 
ment, but a substantial reality. 
The word “substance” carries with 
it the idea of solidity and reality. 
Faith is not a mere subjective 
state of mind, but there is corres- 
ponding to it an actual fact of 
which the confidence faith gives 
is as a shadow cast by the sub- 
stance. There are in fact two 
realities in every instance of true 
faith. There is first an inward 
consciousness and confidence 
which gives to the soul a realizing 
and satisfying sense of the bless-| 
ing claimed, and there is secondly 
an actual blessing, a real fact’! 
corresponding to the inward con- 
viction and coming into our per-|

The Cophisticated Moron

In Luke 12:16-21 Jesus told a parable about a man whom 
many call the rich fool and one whom I have come to think 
of as a wise fool. 


“And he spake a parable unto them, saying, The ground 
of a certain rich man brought forth plentifully: And he 
thought within himself saying, What shall I do, because I 
have no room where to bestow my fruits? And he said, This 
will I do: I will pull down my barns, and build greater; and 
there will I bestow all my fruits and goods. And I will 
say to my soul, Soul, thou hast much goods laid up for many 
years; take thine ease, eat, drink, and be merry. But God 
said unto him, Thou fool, this night thy soul shall be required 
of thee: then whose shall those things be, which thou hast 
provided ?” 


When God calls somebody a fool, re 


you can just put it down that he 
is a fool. So we must accept the 
fact that this man was a fool, On 
the other hand, when we consider 
this man, we are impressed that he 
was a rich man, a successful man, 
a progressive man, and a practical 
man. He was a worldly-wise man. 
There was nothing wrong with his 
being rich. There is no special vir- 
tue in poverty for poverty’s sake. 
Some people are poor because God 
cannot trust them with money. 
Others are poor for Christ’s sake 
and there is virtue in that. But the 
man of the parable was not foolish 
because he was rich. It seemed to

Modernism and Communism

The strong undertow of Modernism and Com- 
munism is very evident in the large Modernistic 
Churches in America. We would much rather write 
about the spiritual and evangelistic seed-sowing of 
the Pilgrim Fathers which was reaped in the great 
revivals of Asbury’s, Finney’s and Moody’s day. 
But, soon after the seed-sowing of the Pilgrim Fath- 
ers, in Colonial days of America, came the seed- 
sowing of French Infidelity in this country. Later 
came the seed-sowing of German Rationalism, with 
its blighting effect on American Christianity. Then 
came the subtle teaching of Darwinian Evolution to 
our Christian civilization. These evil 
steps opened the way for the more modern Skepti- 
cism and bold Infidelity of the enemies of all right- 
Then came the Undertow of Modernism 
—the most subtle enemy of our modern Christian 
Era, which has paved the way for Communism in

He writes: “If a fraction of the 
current statements on this point are correct, there is 
an anti-Methodist school of thought working 
through a few aggressive individuals to compel the 
Church to accept its views and, at the present time, 
to accomplish this without, constitutionally, chang- 
ing the Articles of Religion or, other standards or, 
doctrine. The method is not that of the open and 
frontal attack but of the sapper and miner. 

“One way is to reach and mis-teach the more 
than four millions of children and young people 
in Sunday Schools, through Sunday School litera- 
ture. If they can do that for a few years, even five,

| Many that a 
| born-again child of God has ever- 
|lasting life, and that the truly 
' born-again Christian will not be 
lost. John 5:24 says: “Verily, ver- 
ily, I say unto you, He that 
heareth my word, and believeth on 
him that sent me, hath everlast- 
ing life, and shall not come into 
condemnation, but is passed from 
death unto life.” 

John 3:36 says: “He that be- 
lieveth on the Son hath everlast- 
ing life: and he that believeth not 
the Son shall not see life; but the 
wrath of God abideth on him.” 

One of the clearest statements 
which Jesus made about everlast- 
ine life is the following: 

“My sheep hear my voice, and 

I know them, and they follow 

me: And I give unto them eter- 

nal life; and they shall never 
perish, neither shall any man 
pluck them out of my hand. My 

Father, which gave them me, 

is greater than all; and no man 

is able to pluck them out of my 

Father’s hand.’’——John: 10:27-29. 

The Scripture plainly tells us 
that Christ gives His sheep eter- 
nal life and that they shall never 
perish. “Neither shall any pluck 
| them out of my hand.” The Scrip- 
ture in the King James Version 
reads “neither shall any man 
pluck them out of my hand.” But 
the word man is not in the Greek 
text of the Scripture at all. What 
Jesus really said was “neither 
Shall any pluck them out of my 
hand.” Neither man, nor Devil, 
nor circumstances, nor self—none 
can pluck the Christian out of 
Christ’s hand, or out of the Fath- 
er’s hand. Note in your Bible the 
word man in verse 28 and the 
same word man in verse 29 are 
in italic letters, which means they 
were not in the Greek at all.

| will be added unto you.” 


Ill The Folly of Taking 
it Easy 

The man was a fool in the third 
place because he thought that he 
could have it easy, “Take thine 
ease.”’ You cannot have it easy. If 
you are not a Christian, you can- 
not have it easy because “the way 
of the transgressors is hard.” “It 
is hard to kick against the pricks.” 
We read that the “stars in their 
courses fought against Sisera” be- 
cause he was fighting against God. 

You may amass great fortunes 
and live in the lap of luxury and 
be as comfortable as President Tru- 
man, but if you are not right with 
God, you cannot have it easy. 
“There is no peace to the wicked, 
saith my God.” If you are a Chris- 
tian, you will not have an easy 
time. It is hard to live the Chris- 


tian life. Paul tells us that we 
must wrestle “against principali- 
ties and powers” and “against 


spiritual wickedness in high places.” 


Must I be carried to the skies 

On ftlowery beds of ease 

While others fought to win the prize 
And sailed through bloody seas? 


Sure I must fight if I would reign 
Increase my courage, Lord. 
I'll bear the toil, endure the pain

A Picture of Peace 

I once read of an art contest in 
which the subject of all the paint- 
ings was peace. One artist painted 
a little babe gently held in its 
mother’s arms. One painted a baby 
asleep in a cradle with its mother 
tenderly watching over it. One 
painted a wolf and a lamb lying 
down side by side, as this is a 
Bible picture of peace. But the 
winner of the contest painted a 
little bird in its nest with its mate 
perched on a twig nearby singing 
as if its littl heart would burst 
with joy, though the limb on which 
they had built their nest was ex- 
tended over a mad cataract rush- 


ing and swirling down below. That 
is a beautiful picture of the Chris- 
tian’s peace—peace in spite of the 
turbulent trials of life. Your soul 
cannot take it easy. The soul of 
the wicked cannot have it easy, 
nor can the soul of the righteous. 
But the righteous have peace. I 
had rather be on the firing line for 


God and have peace in my soul | 


than to sit down and try to take 


it easy with “fightings and fears 
within.”

Why Christian Companions? 


A serious-minded serviceman must often ask the ques- 
tion, How is it possible that God keeps blessing our country 
in the light of all its crimes? How do we continue to win wars 


when we are so wicked? 


Here are some shocking statis- 
tics (only a few of many that 
might be mentioned) that makes 
such questions national. The FBI 
reports that there is a murder in 
the United States every forty min- 
utes, and a major crime every 
twenty-two seconds; one million 
illegitimate babies are born every 
year; there are more girls work- 
ing in taverns than attend college, 
and there are three times as many 
criminals as all college students 
put together; almost half of 
America’s marriages end in di- 
vorce. Time magazine says that 
we spend seven times as much for 
drink as we do for religious work 
of all kinds; three times as much 
for “fags” as we do for our faith. 
More money is spent on one brand 
of dog food than goes into foreign 
missions, which prompted one 
commentator to observe, ‘““_No won- 
der our country is going to the 
dogs.” 

That remark is not comic. Un- 
less there is repentance and re- 
vival and return to God in our 
country we are just as sure to go 
down in defeat and destruction as 
Babylon, Nineveh, Rome, and a 
dozen other great civilizations 
that were as powerful in their day 
as we are in ours. And it is not 
just preachers who are talking 
that way. If you want to read an 
interesting book, then buy or bor- 
row Starling of the White House, 
written by the man who headed 
the=secret service squad that 
guarded our presidents for years. 
His tales of accompanying our 
chief executives on their journeys 
read like a novel. But the most 
powerful part of his whole story 
is the last paragraph, in which he 
Says that as a nation we have got- 
ten away from God, as he has ob- 
served it over the years, and we 
cannot go on in that way of living; 
we can neither prosper nor en- 
dure. What is more, we must 
change right soon, for God will 
not wait forever. 

But why has God waited as long 
as He has? Why have we endured 
until now? When France fell, a 
Paris newspaper carried a head- 
line in big black letters that de- 
clared that they were being pun- 
ished for twenty-five years of 
wickedness following the first 
World War; that God had given 
them~a quarter century of oppor- 
tunity for repentance after that 
first chastisement, and they had 
not heeded. But we were in World 
War I, and had twenty-five years 
too in which to put our house in 
order. Why did we escape bombing 
and hunger, when the period be- 
tween the wars will be remem- 
bered in America for its speak- 
easies, bootlegging, flappers, and 
jazz? Why does God wait? 

Isaiah has part of the answer 
to the question in verse 9 of chap- 
ter 1, “Except the Lord of hosts 
had left unto us a very small rem- 
nant, we should have been as 
Sodom, and we should have been 
like unto Gomorrah.” 

You see, Sodom was a city so 
filled with wickedness that you 
can still find the word in the dic- 
tionary as a synonym for a filthy 
type of sex sin in which those peo- 
ple practised. Some of you may 


have read The Last Days of Pom- 
peti, which describes how Mount 
Vesuvius, over in Italy, vomited 
fire and lava over the wicked city 
at its base, catching and killing 
some of the inhabitants in the 
very acts of sin. Something like 
that happened to Sodom. If you 
were to travel to Palestine today 
they would show you the site of 
that once-flourishing, once-filthy 
town. And why did God destroy 
it? Was it the worst in the world? 
The reason is that it had no right- 
eous people within it. ‘In the day 
that Lot left Sodom it rained fire 
and brimstone from heaven.’ God 
promised Abraham, when he in- 
terceded for the preservation of 
the town, that He would not de- 
stroy it if there were as few as 
ten righteous citizens. Sodom, des- 
pite all its evil, would have gone 
on existing if a tiny tithe of its 
people had been godly. 

In other words, godly people 
preserve a society in the same 
way that salt (and it does not 
take very much!) keeps something 
like meat from spoiling. Jesus says 
that Christians are the salt of the 
earth. Godless people do not real- 
ize it, but they owe their contin- 
ued existence to Christians. Take 
all the Christians out of the world, 
and the same thing would happen 
that took place when Noah and 
his family entered the ark; or 
when Lot and his family fled from 
Sodom. The world would collapse 
like a house of cards if it were not 
for the Christians in it. It is God’s 
handful, the faithful few, that 
keep a country from destruction. 
‘Except the Lord had left us a 
very small remnant, we should 
have been as Sodom.’ 


The thrilling thought for a ser- 
viceman is that God has His rem- 
nant in the armed forces. Some 
people have the notion that a man 
in uniform is almost automatically 
a bad character. Some fellows feel 
upon induction somewhat as old 
Flijah did when he lamented to 
the Lord that he was the only one 
in his whole “outfit” that was 
faithful. But God reminded Elijah 
that there were no less than seven 
thousand like himself. There are 
bad people in the Army and Navy, 
and there are good people as well. 
After all, the armed forces are 
made up of the same type of men 
we find in civilian life. As one 
coast-guardsman told me when his 
years of service were ended, “It 
all depends on who you’re lookin’ 
for: you'll find whatever kind 
you're interested in.” This chapter 
is written to urge you fellows to 
look for the right kind. They are 
there. 

When Malachi wrote the last 
book of the Old Testament, times 
were pretty bad. The last word 
that he wrote was “curse,” and for 
four hundred years God did not 
prompt the penning of another 
word! What did the faithful hand- 
ful do during all those years? 
They looked each other up: they 
banded together, they leaned on 
each other, they encouraged each 
other. Here is the way Malachi 
himself describes it, “Then they 
that feared the Lord spake often 
one to another: and the Lord 


hearkened, and heard it, and a 
book of remembrance was written 
before him for them that feared 
the Lord, and that thought upon 
his name, And they shall be mine, 
saith the Lord of ‘hosts, in that 
day when I make up my jewels; 
and I will spare them, as a man 
spareth his own son that serveth 
him” (Mal, 3:16, 17). 

If you were to take an ordinary 
piece of store string, you would 
have no trouble in breaking it 
with a quick snap. But if you were 
to twist two or three strands to- 
gether and try to break that, it 
would be a different story. “A 
threefold cord is not quickly bro- 
ken,”’ as the Good Book wisely ob- 
serves. 


The lesson for a Christian ser- 
viceman is the same that Benja- 
min Franklin told the early 
American colonists, “We must all 
hang together, or we will all hang 
separately”; and they surely would 
have! King George III would have 
seen to that. Hitler had as his 
slogan, “Divide and conquer,” by 
which he meant, Keep your ene- 
mies separate, and pick them off 
one by one. But the Devil has had 
that motto for centuries. He uses 
it on the mission field, making 
missionaries suspicious and criti- 
cal of each other. He uses it in 
the church, causing denominations 
to destroy each other, and mem- 
bers of the same church to refuse 
to work together. He uses it ef- 
fectively in the armed forces, by 
making a man think that he can 
take pretty good care of himself 
and that he does not need any 
Christian companionship. 


Soldiers need buddies. A _ fox- 
hole is a pretty lonely place with- 
out anybody near by, as some of 
you have told me. A Christian sol- 
dier needs buddies too, who are 
members of the Body of Christ. 
“The eye cannot say unto the 
hand, I have no need of thee: nor

no need of you... But God hath 
tempered the body together, .. . 
that the members should have the 
same care one for another” (1 
Cor. 12:21, 24, 25). 

By means of Christian compan- 
ionship a man is kept from sins 
that he might yield to if he were 
alone, or in the wrong crowd. God 
always sees us, whatever we do 
and wherever we are: but we of- 
ten forget that because God can- 
not be seen. A fellow Christian 
stands by our side in more than 
one way. 

Because of the

“When we get a television set.”

Pop! Pop! A college career, a hap- 
py marriage, a home, and the other 
things may fit into the picture of 
true happiness; but real happiness 
is found only in the will of God 
through the Lord Jesus Christ, 


Real Happiness 

Happiness is what Paul had when 
in a cold prison he wrote, “Not that 
I speak in respect of want: for I 
have learned, in whatsoever state 
I am, therewith to be content. I 
know both how to be abased, and 
I know how to abound: every- 
where and in all things I am in- 
structed both to be full and to be 
hungry, both to abound and to 
suffer need” (Phil, 4:11,12).

what sort it is. If any man’s work 
abide which he hath built there- 
upon, he shall receive a reward. 
If any man’s work shall be burned, 
he shall suffer loss: but he him- 
self shall be saved; yet so as by 
fire.’ Here we see that Christians 
in Heaven, who have the founda- 
tion Jesus Christ, but who build 
on that foundation worthily will 
receive a reward in Heaven, be- 
sides the salvation they already 
have. And here we see that Chris- 
tians who have Jesus Christ but 
who do not build upon that foun- 
dation worthily, and their works 
are burned up, they will suffer 
loss. ‘If any man’s work shall be 
burned, -he shall suffer loss: but 
he himself shall be saved; yet so 
as by fire.’ Here we have a pic- 
ture in the Bible of people in 
Heaven saved, but suffering loss, 
because their works are burned 
up and loved ones have gone to 
Hell. 


“Now on this basis. in the ser- 
mon, “Tears in Heaven,’ I solemn- 


ly warn Christians everywhere | 
that their sins will break their | 
hearts later on. They will have | 


tears of shame when they meet 
Jesus. They will have tears of ter- 
ror when they stand at judgment. 
They will have tears of loss when 
they see their loved ones gone to 
Hell, and their works burned up, 
though they themselves are saved, 
‘so as by fire.’ 

“I said that when Jesus comes 
He will take all His really born- 
again Christians. I said that God 
took Lot whom the Bible calls a 
righteous man, a godly man with 
a righteous soul—God took him 
out of Sodom. And if Jesus should 
come and some Christian 
should be where he ought not to) 
be, like Lot was in Sodom, Jesus 
would take him if he were a born- 
again Christian. I said that David 
had no business being with Bath- 
sheba, but David was a saved man. 
He was greatly shamed and em- 
barrassed when his sin was found 
out, and that is the way it will 
be with Christians when Jesus 
comes, if they have not lived right. 
I said that if there were Chris- 
tians in movie houses and other 
places they ought not to be that 
they would be taken away, to suf- 
fer loss and shame because of 
their sins, when they stand before 
the judgment seat of Christ. 


I preach that being saved gives 
a person a license to sin, or that 
it doesn’t matter if one sins after 
you are saved—to so twist and 
pervert my teaching is dishonest 
and deceitful. 

“T believe that some of those 
who quote such statements do it 
ignorantly, because a few untrust- 
worthy men have printed in tract 
form quotations of mine that per- 
verted what I said. Two or three 
magazines, anxious to attack my 
doctrine, I suppose, and to show 
how the doctrine that one who 
believes in Christ has everlasting 
life, was from the Devil, published 
perverted and misleading quota- 
tions, out of their context, to 
prove that I preached ‘a sinning 
religion,’ and encouraged people 
to sin. I think that younger and 
ignorant men have been misled 
by that. But no man has a right 


to quote another man without giv- 
ing the correct meaning and giv- 
ing the setting from which the 
quotation is taken and the inter- 
pretation which the author him- 
self gives. 


Salvation Does Not Make 
a Christian Perfect 


“And now it is true that I do 
not believe that salvation makes 
a person perfect in this life. Would 
you say that Charles Spurgeon 
went to Hell because for a good 
many years he smoked cigars? 
And that was while he was the 
greatest preacher in the world, 
having more people converted 
than any other living man. Spur- 
geon came to see that that was 
wrong and a while before he died, 
he quit tobacco. But I think in 
Heaven he has shed many tears 
over a bad example. 

“I gave up the movies after I 
was a preacher of the gospel and

and a theorist building castles in 
the air, but he has something re- 
liable to count upon; and he can be 
counted upon to meet our expecta- 
tions and prove the reality of his 


-confidence. In fact, the only men 


that have made their mark on 
the religious history of the world 
are the men who definitely be- 
lieved in God and ventured all 
the weight of their life upon Him. 


2. Faith is not a future hope, 
but a present fact. It is the sub- 
stance of things once hoped for, 
but now not hoped for, but be- 
lieved. The difference between 
faith and hope is that hope is al- 
ways in the future, and faith al- 
ways in the present. Hope is ex- 
pecting, faith is accepting. The 
Janguage of the one is, “He will 
bless”; the language of the other, 
“‘He does bless.” In the first great 
object lesson of faith in the 
Word of God we find God leading 
Abraham through three tenses: 
the future, the present, and the 
past. First He says, “I will bless’; 
next “I do’; and finally, “I have 
made thee a father of many na- 
tions.”

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were abiding in us. It is thus we 
take the answer to our prayers. 
“When ye pray, believe that ye 
receive [the things ye ask] and 
ye shall have them.” It is thus 
we may take His healing and his 
help, and count upon Him literal- 
ly as He speaks to us, ‘Thy faith 
hath made thee whole.” It was 
thus He gave the land of Prom- 
ise to Joshua, saying to him, 
“Arise, go over Jordan to the 
land that I do give to the chil- 
dren of Israel’; “Every place that 
the sole of your foot shall tread 
upon, that have I given thee.” And 
so it is true still that “We which 
have believed do enter into rest.” 
This is, perhaps, the most vital 
and supernatural feature about 
faith—its power to anticipate the 
future and call “the things that 
are not as though they were.” 


Some years ago a little woman 
used to attend our meetings in 
the Tabernacle very regularly, and 
she was always giving bright and 
encouraging testimonies of God's 
wonderful help and her confidence 
in Him. She had a hard life. Her 
husband was blind and helpless, 
her family large, and she the 
only bread-winner among them all. 
But she would get up at four in 
the morning and finish her wash- 
ing in time to get to the Friday 
meeting, and she would always 
have a Shining face and a bright, 
glad message. Her husband was 
an old soldier and they were en- 
titled to a pension, for which she 
was steadily praying and believ- 
ing. One day she came rushing 
into my office with both hands 
extended, crying out with exuber- 
ant joy: “Oh my dear pastor, I 
want to tell you the good news. 
We've got our pension. We’ve just 
had a telegram from Washington 
that it has passed.” she could 
hardly restrain herself for joy 
as she talked about the change 
that it was going to bring, the 
help and comfort for her husband, 
the leisure for her, for her Chris- 
tian work, and the means to give 
to the cause she loved. After she 
got somewhat through I asked 
her if the money had come. “Oh, 
no,’ she cried, “we may not get 
the money for a year, but we’ve 
got the pension all the same.” And 
so it came to pass. It was a long 
time that the case went through 
the slow forms of the department, 
but all the time she counted the 
money just the same as if it was 
already in her hand, and she was 
planning for the future without 
a particle of question. She was 
Simply counting on the govern- 
ment and discounting its promises, 
so that to her the future was 
substantially present. How much 
more should we count upon our 
God and overleap the interven- 
ing spaces by that faith which 
Abraham had “before him whom 
he believed, even God who quick- 


eneth the dead, and calleth those 
things which be not as though 
they were. 


3. Faith is not vision, but it lives 
in the unseen. Iis watchword is: 
“We walk by faith, not by sight.” 
It can step out in the dark and 
people the barren wastes with 
creations that have not yet come 
into being. It can look at the 
most unfavorable conditions and 
see them transformed until the 
wilderness blossoms as the rose. 
Like Abraham, without being dis- 
couraged, it can consider its own 
body as good as dead, and “against 
hope believe in hope.” It is the 
proving of things not seen. See- 
ing is not believing. Seeing is the 
material demonstration. Faith is 
confidence in the word of another, 
and against its own senses. AS we 
have formerly said, it is a new 
sense that sees what others can- 
not see, and hears what others 
cannot hear, and lives in a world 
beyond the ken of man’s material 
senses. So Moses believed as see- 
ing Him who is invisible. So David 
set the Lord always before Him 
and said: “Because he is at my 
right hand, I shall not be moved.” 
So the Lord Jesus Christ as He 
walked through the world could 
say: “The Son of man which is 
in heaven”; ‘““The Father hath not 
left me alone, he who sent me is 
with me.” So Peter could write: 
“Whom having not seen, ye love; 
in whom, though now ye see him 
not, yet believing, ye rejoice with 
joy unspeakable and full of glory.” 

4. Faith Is not probability, but 
certainty. It “is the evidence of 
things not seen,” or as some have 
translated it, it is the “assurance,”’ 


| 


or the “proving” of ‘things not 
seen. This brings us to the fact '! 
that the word usually used for| 


faith in this epistle is a stronger 
term, denoting not merely faith, 
but the boldness of faith. It is 
the term employed in the thirty- 
fifth verse of the tenth chapter, 
‘Cast not away your boldness.’ 
There are some things which if 
done at all, must be done auda- 
ciously. A cavalry charge cannot 
be made with caution or timidity. 
When once the order is given, it 
must be all charge and nothing 
else. The faintest hesitation would 
defeat the whole movement. The 
very element of its strength is 
its abandon. When Peter went out 
to walk on the water, it was too

The Truth Men Believe 
Is Important 


Surrounding Jesus at this time 
were not only a few believing Jews, 
but a mob of angry men who 


ught His life. They were leaning 
a 


vily on Abraham, boasting that 
he was their father, looking to him 
for guidance in matters of truth. 
Jesus said to them, “Before Abra- 
ham was, I am.” He declared His 
right to speak with authority on 
the truth. He was the author of the 
truth. He identified Himself with 
God and says, “If ye had known 
me, ye should have known my 
Father also.”’ Wherefore it is safe 
to conclude that Jesus reveals not 
only the way to eternal life, but 
the truth that has to do with eter- 
nal life. 


There are many teachers today 
who declare creed unimportant. 
They say that if you believe on 
Jesus Christ as the way, it is not 
mecessary that you affirm your 
confidence in the truth that links 
itself unto Him. These New Testa- 
ment truths are but doctrines of 
men, they say. Therefore, they de- 
clare the virgin birth of Jesus a 
doctrine of small import. They even 
belittle the doctrine of the incarna- 
tion. They give little importance to 
the doctrine of the blood atone- 
ment. They treat the doctrine of 
the resurrection of Jesus in the 
same light manner, They inform 
us that we can believe in Jesus 
Christ as the way without believ- 
ing in those truths that have ema- 
nated from the New Testament 
writings concerning Him. More and 
more they seek to make this clus- 
ter of truths that belong to His 
coming, His mission, His sacrifice 
and His salvation of small im- 
portance. 


But the creed is important. What 
a man believes to be the truth is 
all-important. It is important as 
to what a man believes to be the 
truth concerning his own home, his 
own wife, his own child, his own 
business partner, his own intimate 
friend. I have never known a man 
to succeed in a business in which 
he did not believe. Our creed is 
the foundation upon which we 


8 build our fife. If the Gospels ma- 


jor on the Man, the epistles major 
on truths about that Man! Ro- 
mans! Galatians! etc. We must be- 
lieve something very definitely be- 
fore we can build triumphantly. 
This thing of “living the life’ be- 
fore you believe the truth is ri- 
diculous.

cend into Heaven before the eyes 
of an assembled multitude? Is He 
coming again in like manner? Can 
you “believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ” without having settled con- 
victions as to the New Testament 
declarations that relate themselves 
to these questions? 


Oh, but you say, I believe in 
Jesus and not about Jesus. I agree 
and yet I disagree. It is not enough 
to say, I accept Him but not neces- 
sarily all the New 
teaches concerning Him, Herein is 
difficulty from which the wisest 
cannot extricate himself. If we de- 
cide to whittle the sum total of the 
teachings concerning Jesus down to 
our liking, where shall we begin 
and, more important still, where 
shall we end? If we decide that the 
truth shall come in a smaller pack- 
age, what shall we leave out? 


The Virgin Birth Part of the 
Essential Truth of Christ 
Take, for instance, the truth con- 

cerning the virgin birth of Jesus. 

Shall it be set to one side? Shall 

at be considered unimportant? The 

prophet Isaiah thought it impor- 
tant enough to set it down in the 
ancient record: “Behold a virgin 

Shall conceive and bear a son, and 

shall call his name Immanuel.” In 

Matthew’s Gospel we are told that 

this very thing happened and that 

thus prophecy was fulfilled. Luke 
divinely inspired thinks this truth 
important enough to tell minutely 
of the visit of the angel Gabriel to 

Mary and his promise to the vir- 

gin who was engaged but not yet 

married to Joseph, of the house of 

David, that she should conceive 

of the Holy Ghost and should give 

birth to a son, who should be called 

“the Son of God.” John refers to 

Christ as “the only begotten of the 

Father.” Again, John declares that 

the love of God prompted Him to 

give “His only begotten Son” for 
the salvation of mankind. Many 
times John, whose record is trusted 
even by those who are doubtful 
as to the authenticity of the other 
gospels, refers to Jesus as the “on- 
ly begotten Son,” declaring that he 
had seen the Father and had come 
directly from the Father, Surely 
we know the meaning of the ex- 
pression ‘only begotten.” John 
further declares that men are con- 
demned because they have “not 
believed in the name of the only 
begotten son of God.” In First John 
we are told that “God sent his 
only begotten Son into the world, 
that we might live through him.” 

Over and over Paul refers to 

Christ as the Son of God in the 

sense that He originated with God.

who never preached a sermon, 
built a church, or organized a 
mission. He simply believed God, 
and Abraham, the father of the 
faithful, sits at the head of the 
table yonder; and we behold the 
translated souls who pass above 
carried to Abraham’s bosom. The 
first that entered Paradise after 
Christ's ascension was a poor sin- 
ner whose hands were stained 
with crime, but who, in the brief 
before his . spirit was 
torn from his suffering body, sent 
up one little prayer of faith to the 
crucified Redeemer hanging by 
his.side, and received the instant 
response, ‘“To day shalt thou be 
with me in Paradise,” and so 
passed through those gates as 
the first ransomed spirit to claim 
the purchase of the Redeemer’s 
blood, all because he simply trust- 
ed Christ and committed his fu- 
ture unreservedly to His mercy. 
“This is the work of God that 
we belive on him whom he hath 
sent,’”’ and it will bring to us the 
recompense of the reward. If you 
can do nothing else for God you 


can, at least, be like Abraham, 
who was “strong in faith, giving 
glory to God.” 

). Faith pleases God. “With- 


out faith it is impossible to please 
him: for he that cometh to God 
must believe that he is, and that 
he is a rewarder of them that 
diligently seek him” (Heb. 11:6.) 
Our trust expresses confidence 
in God, and there is nothing so 
offensive as to be doubted. The 
great Lord Shaftesbury related in 
Exeter Hall a little before his 
death a personal incident full of 
beautiful significance. He said that 
once crossing the crowded streets 
of London on a slippery day, a 
little girl was standing at a cros- 
sing in evident perplexity, looking 
up and down the street and eager- 
ly scanning the faces of the pas- 
sers-by. She gave a keen look at 
the old statesman, and then with 
simple frankness stepped up to 
him and politely asked him if he 
would help her across the crowded 
street. He did so with great cour- 
tesy and care, and after he had 
landed her safely on the other 
side, he ventured to ask her why 
she had selected him. She looked 
up simply and said: “Why I looked 
into your face and felt I could 
trust you.” He was very much 
gratified, took her name and ad- 
dress, and afiterwards remarked 
that although he had often been 
honored by his queen and his 
country, he had never been so 
highly honored as when that little 
girl put her hand in his and told 
him that she would trust him. 
How must our Father feel when 
we doubt Him! Let us please Him 
by trusting Him more. 


6. Faith is the principle by 
which our very life is sustained. 
“The just shall live by faith” 
(Heb. 10:38.) Not only are we 
saved by faith, but it is our vital 
breath and the channel of our con- 
stant communion with the sources 
of our spiritual strength. ‘The 
life which I now live in the flesh 
I live by the faith of the Son of 
God.” The moment we cease trus- 


ting we cease receiving, and our 
life begins to die. It is only as 
we abide in Him that we live, for 
He says, “without me ye can do 
nothing.” 


7. Faith is the secret of the life 
of every saint that has passed on 
before, and the one testimony of 
all the cloud of witnesses is: Let 
us be “followers of them who 
through faith and patience inherit 
the promises.” We shall take this 
up more fully later. 


Ill. Practical Application 


l. “Take heed, brethren, lest 
there be in any of you an evil 
heart of unbelief, in departing 


from the living God” (Heb. 3:12.) 
Let us guard against the evil heart 
of unbelief, 

2. Let us “hold 
of our confidence 


the beginning 
steadfast unto 


the end” (Heb. 3:14.) 

o. Let us “hold fast the con- 
fidence and the rejoicing of the 
hope firm unto the end” (Heb. 
3:6.) We must keep our joy or'| 
we shall lose our faith. 

4. Let us give “diligence to the 
full assurance of hope unto the 
end’; and “be not slothful, but 
followers of them who through 
faith and patience inherit the 
promises“ (Heb. 6:11, 12). This 
is earnest work and needs vigil- 


ance, diligence and faithfulness. 
o. “Let us hold fast the pro- 
fession [or confession] of our faith 
without wavering’ (Heb. 10:23). 
Let us not only cherish it, but 


proclaim it, and as we tell it to. 
others, it will strengthen our own 
hearts. 

6. Let us have patience in the 
exercise of our faith. ‘For ye have 
need of patience, that, after ye 
have done the will of God, ye 
might receive the promise” (Heb. 
10:36). God will keep us waiting 
until He has proved to us and 
all others that we really do believe 
Him. 


7. Let us be careful of the little 
shrinkages of faith. “If any man 
draw back for shrink back,] my 
soul shall have no pleasure in 
him” (Heb. 10:38). These are the 
little soft-winged moths that cut 
holes in our garments. Let us not 
wait till the mischief is done, but 
check the first approaches of 
doubt and unbelief. 


8. Let us look back often and 
‘call to remembrance the former 
days” (Heb. 10:32), and all we 
have already suffered, and not lose 
our victory now by casting away 
our confidence. 

9. Let us look forward and re- 
'member the “recompence of re- 
ward” so soon to come, and hold 
fast our confidence (Heb. 10:35). 


10. Let us look up “unto Jesus 
the author and finisher of our 
faith’? (Heb. 12:2), and trust Him 
to keep it to the end.

To deny 
it is to deny His power and ability 
to redeem mankind, for no mere 
man could have redeemed the race. 
‘Important! The vital truth of the 
virgin-born Son of God is all im- 
‘portant! 


Today there is a tremendous stir- 
ring in the heart of youth and tens 
of thousands are marching for 
Christ. Every Saturday night (the 
\Devil’s night) more than 10,000 
'halls and churches in America are 
filled with singing, testifying youth, 
\who have chosen to love and fol-

are pertect. 

“I believe that all these people 
will have to face Jesus Christ and 
that they will be sorry for their 
Sins and be greatly embarrassed 
and shamed before Jesus at His 
coming, over things that they 
have done wrong. I believe that 
the preacher brethren who have 
Slandered me because they hate 
the doctrine of eternal salvation 
by grace alone and not of works 
will have to stand at the judg- 
ment seat of Christ, and there 
confess their sin and suffer shame 


and terror over it. I believe they} 


are saved but they have sinned 
certainly worse than the ignorant 
young Christian who may attend 
a movie or smoke a cigarette, in 
my humble judgment. 

“I teach now and always have 
taught that sin does not pay, that 
nobody gets by with sin. But I 
do teach that Salvation is of God's 


grace; it is not of works, lest any 
man should boast. People do not 
earn salvation before they get it, 
and they do not earn it after they 
get it. People are saved by grace 
and kept by grace. So the Bible 
clearly teaches.
